legislation for Upper Canada should be copied 
from thai .of the Lower Province, unless it 
isidesired lo reduce Upper Canadians to Ihe 
saute stale' of ignorance and servile bondage 
lo the priesthood, as that loo Ion* submitted 
to by Lower Canadians. If the legislation in 
regard to Separate School in Lower Canada 
be so good model, why not thai in reference 
to Schools generally ?
